Schoep Heads For Stardom In Operas

Another ex-Apache is on his 
way to the top wrung on the lad¬ 
der of professional music. This 
time the contender is Arthur 
Schoep, former TJC choir director 
and voice teacher. 

Since Schoep left TJC he has 
added to his musical name con¬ 
siderably. In the fall of 1953 he 
went on the first national tour 
of Goldovsky’s Opera theater. This 
January he sang the role of Ford 
in Verdi’s “Falstaff” in Boston’s 
New England Opera Theater. 

In February he joined the cast 
of “The Golden Apple,” a musi¬ 
cal now appearing under the glow¬ 
ing lights of the Great White Way 
in New York City. In “Golden 
Apple” aside from his chorus per¬ 
formance, he is understudying 
one of the principal roles. 

Schoep plans to leave the 
Broadway musical for a short 
time to sing in two performances 
of Mozart’s “Marriage of Figaro” 
in the Boston Public Gardens 
during the Art festival in June. 

Next fall he will go on the 
second national tour of Goldov¬ 
sky’s Opera theater in the “Bar¬ 
ber of Seville.” Not only will 
Schoep sing the role of Figaro but 
he will act as associate conductor 
of the company. The tour has 
been booked for 60 performances 
in Florida, Texas, Kansas, Okla¬ 
homa, Iowa, Wisconsin, and New 
England over a period of three 
months. 

When the tour ends Schoep 
hopes *o go to Germany to join 
an opera company there. 

Schoep’s background began in 
the midwest. He was bom in

Iowa and reared in South Dakota 
where he attended the University 
of South Dakota graduating 
“summa cum laude.” From there 
he went into the United Stated 
Infantry where he served as an 
officer. 

After being released from the 
Army he attended and received 
from the Eastman School of Music 
a Master of Music degree in 
Theory and a Performer’s Certifi¬ 
cate in Voice. From there he went 
to the New England Conservatory 
of Music to receive their first 
Artist’s Diploma. Also he has at¬ 
tended the Berkshire Music Cen¬ 
ter for four summers and has 
been a member of the opera de¬ 
partment staff for the past two 
summers. 


Aside from his studies in 
United States Schoep has gone 
overseas to continue his work. He 
received a Fulbright Scholarshij 
and spent a year in the Nether¬ 
lands, doing reseach on Contem¬ 
porary Netherlands music. While 
there he sang debut recitals ir 
Amsterdam, The Hague, the Rot¬ 
terdam as well as in Cologne 
Germany. 

He has given many radi# rec: 
tals over the Dutch radio and ap 
peared as soloist with the Rotter¬ 
dam Philharmonic Orchestra in { 
performance of Bach’s “Passior 
According to St. John.” 

Back in America he has sun* 
leading opera roles with the Nev 
York England Opera Theater ir 
Boston since 1946. His other opera¬ 
tic experience includes singin* 
with the New Orleans, Ft. Worth 
Shreveport, and Rochester Civic 
Operas. 

Aside from singing, Schoep hai 
four year of college teaching be¬ 
hind him, two years at North Tex¬ 
as State College and two at TJC
